MOST OF U. S. SHIPS 
NOW TIED UP, HE SAYS 


Accuses “Incompetent 
Men” of Failure to Sell 
Ships in Order to Re- 
‘tain Jobs.

Washington, June 2.—Walter C. 
Teagle, president of the Standard 
Oil company, of New Jersey, today 
eliminated himself from those un- 
der coneideration by President Har- 
ding for chairman of the shipping 
board. 

Having learned that his name had 
‘ been placed before the president as 
a possibility of the position, Mr. 
Teagle came to Washington and in- 
formed Mr. Harding he regretted 


that circumstances made it impos- | 


sible at this time for him to con- 
sider severance of his connection 
with the Standard Oil company. 

The development promised to de- 
lay again the submission of nomi- 
nations for memberships of the 
board to the senate. The president 
had hope to close the whole matter 
thie week. 

Mr. Teagle is the second promi- 
nent business man who is under- 
stood to have read himself out of 
the president’s list of available men 
for the board chairmanship. The 
other is James A. Farrell, president 
of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion who, it is believed, was serious- 
ly under consideration for the ap- 
pointment but whose friends have 
indicated that he would not accept 
it, if offered. 


Washington, June 2.—Declaring 
that the government is losing mil- 
lions of dollars monthly in its oper- 
ation of ships, Senator King, of 
Utah, has introduced a resolution 
seeking a thorough inquiry into all 
affairs of the shipping board. 

King’s resolution and his attack 
on the board frorfi the floor Thurs- 
day are regarded as the beginning 
of what probably will be a search- 
ing inquiry by the senate into all 
phases of the government’s venture 
in phipping. Other senators are 
prepared to support King in his de- 
mand. 

The government’s losses in ship- 
ping total more than three billions, 
King Geclared. He said ships which 
cost four billions to construct would 
not bring more than $700,000 jf sold 
at this time. 

King charged the shipping board 
with delinquency in failing\to sell 
wooden ships when it had the op- 
portunity. He said the 300 wooden 
vessels which were built and which 
are now tied up were an absolute 
loss to the government, as were 
seven concrete vessels. The majority 
of the government's 1,700 ships are 
now tied up, according to King, and 
those in operation are run at a loss. 
He said that but 706 vessels are in 
“intermittent operation,” while 206 
are tied up entirely. 

Failure to Sell. 

“An official of the shipping board 
told me,” said King, “that the more 
ships we tie up the more money we 
save,” 

King critigised the shipping board 
for What he said was its failure to 
follow the intent of congress to sell 
Ships as quickly as possible to pri- 
vate owners. He charged that in- 
competent men in the employ of the 
shipping board desired to retain the 
Ships in order to keep their jobs. 

“Unfortunately, those charged 
with carrying out of the law have 
given meanings to the law hostile 
to the purpose of congress,” said 
King. “They have tried to keep the 


ships in the hands of the govern-/ 


ment, so they will have jobs.” 
King intimated that some agen- 
cles through which the government 
has allocated its ships for operation 
have “received special considera- 
tion.” 
“It is obvious that if these per- 


sons do any business at all their 
profits must be enormous,” said 
King, “and I make the charge that 
in many cases agents have operated 
allocated ships without regard to 
efficiency or to profit for. the gov- 


ernment.” az 
King said also he wanted to know 


bout the relationship of lawyers to 
shipping firms, which, he said, the 
government has “driven into re-

Eleven-Year-Ol, 
Tried for Murder, 


W aits for Jury 


While Farmers Decide Fate, 
Boy Plays on Court-. 
house Lawn. -

Knox, Ind., June 2. — Twelve 
solemn-faced farmers left the jury 
box in circuit court here Thursday 
and retired to decide an unusual 
problem. 

Their duty was to render a ver- 
dict on whether ‘a brown-eyed, pleas- 
ant-faced little chap of 11 years— 
Cecil Burkett by name—is a mur- 
derer, or whether he is the victim 
of circumstances that have made 
his name the most discussed one 
in this part of Indiana. 

Cecil is accused of shooting and 
killing Benny Slavin,‘a 77-year-old 
playmate, while the two were play- 
ing with a small rifle. The charge 
is murder in the first degree. 

The jury went to its deliberation 
with what must have been mixed 
emotion, for, in ending the case, 
Special Prosecutor W. G. Banning 
described the boy as a “potential 
bandit,” ready to shoot and kill 
any of his’ playmates on any occa- 
sion. 

The “potential bandit” at that mo- 
ment was holding hands with his 
still tinier brother, Alfred, aged 9. 

¢ Testified Through Tears. 

Alfred, a few minutes before, had 
gone through quite an experience 
for a very small boy. He had taken 
the stand and sat in a chair so high 
that his head hardly reached the 
arms of it and, despite tears that 
insisted on streaming down his face, 
testified that he had been with his 
brother every minute on last 
Thahksgiving day morning and that 
Cecil had not shot Benny Slavin. 
He said the boy had shot himself 
by accident. 

The state cross-examined’ the 
youngster sharply. He quivered and 
cried and his childish treble trem- 
bled, but he answered every ques- 
tion. 

Then he heard himself described 
as a lad who was evading the truth 
to save his brother. 

“I have never in all my experience 
heard any witness make as strong 
an attempt.to shield his brother as 
this child, Alfred Burkett, made on 
the stand a few minutes ago,” said 
Prosecutor Manning. “But as tiny

as he is, I believe that you gentle- 
men of the jury will realize when/! 


you read the evidence that he was 
not telling the whole truth.” 


Heard Shot. 


Alfred said that he heard the shot 

that killed Benny and that he 
around the house to see whfre it 
came from. 
“I got there as soon as Cecil did 
and the gun was laying on the 
ground and Benny was running 
down the hill,” he said. 

Prosecutor James A. Dilts also 
scored the accused boy. 

“We are not asking the death pen- 
alty but we do ask that this boy 
be punished,” he said. “His atti- 
tude in this court shows the kind 
of a boy he is. He has appeared 
careless and unconcerned through- 
out the trial. While his mother and 
brothers and sisters have cried and 
fidgetted, he has sat quietly, lis- 
tening to the proceedings, some- 
times with interest and sometimes 
in the attitude of a youngster who 
has been forced to go to a place with 
his mother when he would much 
rather be in swimming. 

Plays in Courtyard. 

W. G. Reed, the boy’s attorney, 
told the jury that this attitude was 
the strongest evidence of his inno- 
cence, | 

“You can’t brand an 1l1l-year-old

boy a murderer on circumstantial 


‘evidence,” he said. “He has told 
a story that should convince any 
jury anywhere in the country. A 
child cannot be rehearsed so letter 
perfect to play a part. He has met 
your eyes and smiled in the face 
of the most terrifying testimony 
against him. No one but an inno- 
cent child could do that.” 

Cecil was not very concerned 
about his fate when the jury went 
out. 

“Mother, can I go outdoors?” he 
asked his mother. The mother let 
him go and he romped out with his 
brothers and sisters and a minute 
later they were racing around the 
courthouse lawn—while- twelve 
farmers upstairs were deciding 
whether he was a murderer who 
should be incarcerated in an indus- 
trial school.

POLICY OUTLINED 


In Address, Hughes Tells 
Zepeda This Govern- 
ment’s Attitude Toward 
His Republics.

Washington, June 2.—The admin- 
istration’s policy in dealings with 
Central America—a policy of co- 


,operation stripped of any ulterior 


purposes—has been outlined by Sec- 
retary of State Hughes, 

Hughes took the occasion of a 
luncheon given in his honor by Max- 
imo H. Zepeda Thursday, to make 
a& pronouncement of this govern- 
ment’s attitude toward the Central 
American republics. 

His remarks assumed added sig- 
nificance when he gave the indorse- 
ment of the United States for the 


American union, a unique experi- 
ment in international government 
which is being conducted by the 
isthmian republics. 
United States Interested. 

“We have been deeply intereste 
ed,” Hughes said,.“in the proposals 
that have been made to bring to- 
gether the republics of Central 
America into a closer co-operation. 

these. proposals should meet with 


f 
‘Nee acquiescence of all the peoples 


concerned, it would, in the opin- 
ion of this government, be a happy 
result, as it would seem fhat im- 
portant advantages would accrue 
through united effort in the field 
of common interest.” 

Hughes added that Central Amer- 
ica was capable of great accom- 
plishment, with “earnest endeavor” 
on the part of the republics to se- 
cure the benefits of joint action, but 
emphasized that he did not wish to 
speak of the details of such propos- 
als, as this government looks solely 
to the free agreement of the repub- 
eaaenseteel 

Hughes’ approval of the union 
idea attracted interest, and may 
have possessed significance, because 
he was addressing the foreign min- 
ister of the one country—Nicaragua 
—which has not ratified the Central 
American union pact. 

Honduras, Salvador and Guatema- 
la have joined the union by legisla- 
tive action, and Costa Rica is about 
to take a similar step. Nicaragua 
declined to enter the association, 
however, mainly because of a pro- 
vision which makes foreign trea- 
ties subservient to the union “su- 
per-government.” 

The Bryan-Chamorro treaty, be- 
tween the United States and Nica- 
ragua, provides for the possible 
construction of a new canal con- 
necting the Atlantic and Pacific. Nic- 
aragua is eager for the canal and 
the benefits which would accrue to 


her. 
Foreign ‘Minister Zepeda alluded 
to this in the luncheon to Hughes. 


Would Co-operate. 

“It is a source of real satisfac- 
tion,” he said, “that a kind provi- 
dence has placed Nicaragua in pos- 
session of a lake which is a link in 
the shortest means of communica- 
tion between the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific seaboards of the United States. 

In outlining the administration's 
policy toward Central America, Sec- 
retary Hughes said: 

“Not only is it true that w oO 
not harbor any ulterior purpo to 
advantage ourselves at the expense 
of any other people of this conti- 
nent. but we desire most strongly 
to give to our sister republics a con- 
stant co-operation toward the at- 
tainment of our common ideal.” 

Hughes plainly had in mind the 
provoking boundary’ disvnute be- 
tween Panama and Costa Rica when 
he continued: 

“There is, of course, no assurance 
of peace unless we prize the pro- 
cesses of peace. These are the 
processes of reason, and we cannot 
give opportunity for these processes 
funless in the hearts of our peonle 
the love of fustice dominates the 
primitive desire to resort to the set- 
tlements of force. It is hoped that 
all remaining boundary controver- 
sies in this hemisnhere mav vield to 
neaceful methods and this great 
source of disturbance and unrest 
mav finally be removed.”

Washington, June 2.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Money for 
some of the Georgia applicants, who 
qualify under the farm loan act, 
will be immediately forthcoming, 
according to a letter received today 
bv Congressman Upshaw from 
Chairman Frank Lever, of the fed- 
eral farm loan board. 

The letter in question, referring 
to a communication from Senator 
Duncan, of Douglas, who urved ex- 
pedition in handling the applica- 
tions from his district, is of keen 
interest to all Georgians who de- 
sire loans from the farm loan banks. 
It follows: 

“Washington, D. C., June 1, 1921. 

“My Dear Mr. Upshaw: 

“With reference to your personal 
cull in behalf of the desire of Hon. 
J. T. Duncan, of Douglasville, Ga., 
that a federal land appraiser be 
assigned to work in Douglas and 
Paulding counties, permit me to 
sa, that appgaisals in these coun- 
ties will be Teached at as early a 
date as possible. 

“As explained to you, the farm 
loan board, acting for the federal 
land banks, on April 18, made 
an offering of $40,000,000 of farm 
loan bonds, the sale of which is 
just now about completed. It has 
been a very difficult matter to sell 


a 5 per cent farm loan bond in 


such a bond market as we have}. 


been having and in competition with 
other bond offerings bearing a 
much higher rate. This fund has 
1 .. apportioned among the twelve 
federal land banks and the banks 
in turn have apportioned their al- 
lotments to the associations based 
upon the business heretofore done 
t-- the associations and upon the 
applications for loans in each asfo- 
ciation. The allotment for the,scqun- 
ties-in which Mr. Duncan ha® a 
special interest has already been 
made and it is only a question, 
tnerefore, of a short time when ap- 
praisals will be made and the loans 
closed. ; 
“We have recently appointed sev- 
eral additional appraisers for work 
in Georgia in order to speed up the 
work as much as is consistent with 
safety because it must be remem- 
bered that accuracy of appraisal is 
the very keystone of the entire farm 
loan system, and it must be remem- 
bered also that these loans run for 
more than thirty years, which re- 
quires all the more care and éxer- 
cise of good judgment upon the part 


of the appraisers. We have been 
trying as far as we could to utilize 
only our experienced appraisers, but 
in some cases, as in the state of 
Georgia, we have found it necessary 
to train a few additional men and 
with these the available funds 
which we ‘have will be distributed 
about as rapidly as the machinery 
of the system can distribute them.

| SEIZED VESSELS 


PROPERTY OF U.S., 
SAYS WASHINGTON 


Washington, June 2.—Intimations 
from Paris that the reparations 
commission might again take up 
the question of the sfatus under 
reparations agreements of the Ger- 
man shipping vessels seized in this 
country during the war were met 
here today with the statement that 
any payments to the commission on 
account of these ships was a ques- 
tion for the United States alone to 
decide. 

It was pointed out that when the 
United States entered the war the 
ships were taken over by authority 
of an act of congress which made 
the vessels the exclusive property 
of the American government. The 
Wilson - Lloyd -George agreement 
with regard to the vessels, it was 
said, never had been ratified. 

Under the terms of that agree- 
ment, it was explained, the United 
States was to pay to the repara- 
tions commission a certain amount 
above the value of the ships, which 
was to be applied to the common 
reparations pool as an offset to 
claims by the allies for ships lost 
during the war. The agreement 


was made jin connection with the 
peace settlement and the view 
here is that since the United States 
has not ratified the treaty it has 
not, ratified that agreement.

Washington, June 2.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—Congressman 
Oscar E. Keller, of the fourth dis- 
trict of Minnesota, introduced into 
the house today four revenue bills. 
The first bill repeals all exist- 
ing transportation and sales taxes 
except ‘those on tobaccd, distilled 
spifits, oleomargarine, habit-form- 
ing drugs and products of child la- 
bor. The bill also repeals the ex- 
cess profit tax and the 10 per cent 
tax on the incomes of corporations. 
The second bill amends the in- 
come tax law so as to distinguish 
between “earned” and “unearned” 
The tax on “unearned” in- 
come together with the super taxes 
ig retained, but the tax on “earned” 
incomes is cut in two. 
Incomes Classified. 
“Earned” income is defined as in- 
come derived from personal services 
or from business personally con- 
ducted.  €£ 
‘Unearned” income is defined as 
income derived from rents of land 
or other property, interest on mort- 
gages, notes or bonds, dividends on 
shares of stock whether in the form 
of money or stock dividends, and 


from any other sotirce other than 


the labor, skill or business or in- 
dustry personally conducted of the 
person receiving the income. 

The third bill amends the inher- 
itance tax. Beginning with estates 
of $20,000 to $35,000 there is a tax 
of 1 per cent; $35,000 to $50,000, 2 
per cent; $50,000 to $150,000, 4 per 
cent; $150,000 to $250,000, 6 per cent; 
the taxes then graduate on an in- 
creasing scale until the point of 
$100.000,000 is reached, after which 
the tax is 90 per cent. 

Unimproved Realty. 


The fourth bill provides for a 
tax of 1 per cent on land values 


in excess of $10,000, after exempt- 
ing buildings, and improvements, 
and in the case of farms, cost of 
clearing and draining and main- 
tenance of fertility. This bill aims 
to tax monopoly holders of natural 
resources, valuable “sites” In cities 
and the holding ef land out of use. 
The exemptions are so applied to 
farms as to exempt from taxation, 
according to Mr. Keller’s estimate, 
approximately 98 per cent of all 
actual farmers. 

The four bills are sponsored by 
the committee of manufacturers 
and merchants on federal taxation, 
a national association of business 
men,’ of which Otto Cullman,’ Chi- 
cago, is chairman, and by the Farm- 
ers’ Federal Tax league. 

Provides Estimate. 

Accompanying the bills Mr. Kel- 
ler presents a detailed estimate 
showing that the three bills, to- 
gether with customs and other mis- 
cellaneous revenue, would raise 
funds sufficient to meet the govern-

The spirit expressed by Presi- 
dent Harding was illustrated local- 
ly on Memorial day, May 30, when 
the confederate veterans of At- 
lanta went to Marietta and placed 
wreaths of flowers upon the 
graves of their civil war foes 
whose remains lie there. 

And that act was only typical 
of the spirit o. unity and accord 
that is uppermost in all parts of 
the land. 

On Memorial day the graves of 
the union dead in the south are 
decorated the same as are those 
of the confederate dead: and in 
the north the resting places of 
the confederate heroes are treated 
with the same tenderness and re- 
spect that is shown the graves of 
the valiant soldiers who fought 
and died on the other side—-both, 
as the poet has expressed it—

In the south we very properly 
have our stated occasions upon 
which to pay tribute to the sacred 
memories of our fathers—to our 
own distinguished dead—and the 
same is true of the north.

WORTH CONSIDERATION. 

The plan of the county commis- 
sioners to pay good prisoners a 
nominal allowance—say $1.00 a 
month—as an award for good be- 
havior is well worth considera- 
tion.

Rector W ilmer Shows How State 
Can Solve Her Own Problems 


Editor Constitution: It is a eu- 
rious and yet not altogether unnat- 
ural coincidence that one and the 
same issue of your paper should 
carry two communications stress- 
ing the duty and wisdom of Geor- 
gia’s dealing with existing condi- 
tions herself and apart from feds 
eral interference. 

Judge Branham takes up the im- 
portance of the state’s suppressing 
lynching while E. C. Laird makes 
the notable suggestion that Georgia 
‘should “go straight into the mak- 
ing and enforcement of laws 
against” peonage. 

Both of these are symptoms of 
an aroused public sentiment. Both 
appeal to Georgie to clean up house. 
The object of this letter is simply 
to back up these appeals and to 
express the conviction, first, that 
federal interference would fail in 
the long run, unless supported by 
local public opinion, since in the 
last analysis ‘the juries that would 
have to indict and convict would 
be Georgia juries; secondly, that it 
would do more harm than good, be- 
cause it would bheck the growth 
of the sentiment of justice and 
law enforcement among our own 
people, by reason of the antagonism 
it would arouse, and, thirdly, I 
feel sure, and never more sure than 
at this hour, that solution of our 
various problems is going to be 
in accordance with the mora) senti- 
ments of our people and not at the 
dictation of demagogues and poli- 
ticians. 

Many years ago the novelist, 
George W. Cable, wrote an article 
‘on “The Silent South.” He was 
referring to the fact that most of 
the talking and writing was being 
done by people who were selfish 
and wicked enough to capitalize the 
prejudices of some people and even 
Prostitute the high sentiments of 
others to their own selfish aggrand- 
izement. This hitberto silent south 
is now speaking and making itself 
heard throughout the entire nation. 

I particularly want to say to our 
colored friends that itn my judg- 
ment they will commit a serious 
blunder if, in this matter of federal 
legislation, they follow the lead of 
their northern colored leaders in- 
stead of this newly-aroused south- 
ern white sentiment, 

The northern movement is found- 
ed on distrust of the southern white 
man’s sense of justice and on the 
idea of a forcible settlement of our 
troubles from the outside. The. 
southern movement is founded on 
mutual trust and co-operation and 
On education and religion as the 
only enduring foundations of civil- 
ization. : 

But, on the other hand, this must 
be added: If we white people are 
going to oppose federal legislation 


other matters, we put Ourselves un- 
der the most sacred bonds to do 
justice ourselves. The test is go- 
ing to come with the state legisla- 
ture.this summer. 

The issue is squarely before them. 
People may squirm all they want 
to about whether Governor Dor- 
sey’s mphiet is founded on facts, 
whether these facts ought to have 
been made known, and all the rest 
of it. But nobody can dodge this 
issue: Shall the government be in 
the hands of the properly consti- 
tuted authorities or in the hands 


1 Of irresponsible mobs? Shall every 


suspect have a fair trial or be mur- 
dered on suspicion? Shall crime be 
dealt with on the principle of pri- 
vate revenge or of public justice? 
Shall the punishment of crime be 
cruel and diabolical, copying the 
spirit of the brute who commits 
the crinte and brutalizing our own 
people. or shall it be humane and 
intelligent albeit severe? Shall the 
proud Anglo-Saxon race, “heir of 
all the ages, foremost in the files of 
time,” and so forth, throw up the 
sponge, refuse the task of dealing 
with crime so as tu reduce it, not 
to speak of the bounden duty that 
is laid upon us as Christians of 
lifting up the race that is our re- 
sponsibility. and say to the lowest 
elements of the colored race: “We 
superior ones will stop being wick- 
ed when you stop being brutal’? 
Or shall we prove our moral supe- 
riority by bringing to bear upon 
negro and all other crime, the 
forces of education and religion 
and law? 

If the people of this state really 
wish to stop lynching, they can get 
behind the legislature and have 
laws passed which have proved ef- 
fective in other states. 

If the legislature fails to take 
action but one conclusion can be 
drawn. 

On the other hand, if the meas- 
ures recommended by Governor 
Dorsey or Similar ones are enacted, 
Ll believe that the lawless elements 
of this state and their apologists 
will immediately sit up and take 
notice and as a result of an aroused 
public sentiment, made possible, be 
it noted in passing, by publicity, a 
change for the better will have be- 
gun, 

If. in addition to this, Mr. Laird’s 
suggestion is adopted and we our- 
selves enact legislation similar to 
that of the federal government 
against peonage, then we will have 
set Georgia in a right light before 
the world, and, what is far more 
important, will have proved that 
our ability to solve our own prob- 
lems is a reality and that our in- 
tention so to do is not an empty 
boast but a sérious resolve.

Having received the treatment 
myself when a child, without any 
ill results that I can recognize, I 
should appreciate your opinion of 
the practice.

Man is the only animal that de- 
scends to the depravity of using an 
instrument or weapon wherewith to 
assault his own young. That i8 a 
refinement of the peculiar streak of 
cruelty which prompts such as- 
saults. It is akin to putting on 
brass knuckles when preparing for 
a fight, or slipping a horseshoe in- 
side one’s glove in a boxing bout. 

Physical punishment and mental 
punishment are both excellent: dis- 
ciplinary measures. Few of us have 
not been benefited by such meas- 
ures. A proper spanking certainly 
makes the disobedient or unruly 
child have a certain respect for the 
parent; and an unreasonable or ex- 
cessive beating with any implement 
as certainly creates resentment in 
the normal-minded child. Think it 
over for yourself if you have had 
any experience. The proper dust- 
ings you had at the hands of either 
parent are remembered with no 
rancor, rather you are thankful you 
were punished. But if You ever 
suffered an instrumental beating, 
you recall the affair as an injustice, 
no matter what the occasion was or 
how long ago. 

The habit of keeping an imple- 
ment handy about’ the house for 
beating a child is deplorable from 
every sensible point of view. You 
break down the child’s morale when 
you thus indicate or announce your 
unbelfef in the child’s natural incli- 
nation or desire to beh@ve. To util- 
ize such a familiar object as a 
hair brush for such assaults is cer- 
certainly a great mistake-in policy. 
What is the matter with your naked 
hand? Are you afraid you may 
hurt yourself? The hair brush 
habit predisposes to crue) and ex- 
cessive punishments for trivial] of- 
fenses and rather blunts the child's 
appreciation of all punishment. The 
best disciplined children require the 
least punishment. I am not. 80 sure 
that well disciplined children re- 
quire any physical beating at all. 
Anyway. the less competent the 
parent the more readily are beatings 
resorted to. and the more cruelly 
thev are applied.

Georgiato Unveil 
Bronze Memorial 


ToCrawfordLong 


Athens, Ga., June 2.—(Special.)— 
The University of Georgia is at 
this commencement to pit the pres- 
tige of 136 years of honorable his- 
tory against the decision of the 
electoral board of the Hall of Fame 
of New York university, the univer- 
Sity officially recognizes Dr. Wil- 
liam Crawford Long as the discov- 
erer of anaesthésia. The Hall of 
Fame only recently accorded this 
honor to Dr. William Thomas Green 
Morton, of Massachusetts. : 
‘A bronze memorial to Dr. Long, 
the Georgia physician. who is an 
alumnus of the university, will be 
unveiled June 14 of commencement 
week. Whatever the records of 
the Hall of Fame committee may 
show, the university authorities de- 
Clare that they have evidence to 
prove that Dr. Long first used ether 
for a surgical operation March 30, 
1842—-four years prior to any other 
Known record of the use of anaes- 
thetics. 

Another bronze memorial to be 
unveiled commemorates a dramatic 
event in the history of American 
football. st is the Von Gammon 
memorial in the memory of the fam- 
ous Georgia football star of the 
late nineties, who was killed in a 
kame with Virginia at Brisbane 
Park. So great was the feeling 
Against football because of his 
death that the game was threatened 
with extinction. 

A bill prohibiting the playing of 
football at the University of Geor- 
gia had passed the house by a vote 
of 157 to 1, when Mrs. Gammon, of 
Rome, Ga., mother of the dead grid- 
iron hero, appealed to the governor 
of Georgia and tne legislators to 
allow the game to be played. Her 
dramatic plea for the game which 
her son loved, and her assurance 
that she wished to let her other 
s0ns play, stemmed the tide of sen- 
timent against football in the south- 
ern states, and the Georgia bill, 
torether with similar measures else- 
where, was defeated. The memo- 
rial {s to be erected jointly by the 
University of Virginia and the Uni- 
versity. of Georgia. 

Georgia alumni will make this 
oommencement especially notahle 
when on June 14, they pledged a 
million-dollar war memorial fund 
to the university. in honor of the 
university men who died in the 
world war. - The fund. which is to 
be completed on Armistice day next 
fall, will he used for a war memo- 
rial building, academic buildings: 
and endowment. eae 
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HARDWICK OPPOSES 


Sentiments expressed by Gover- 
nor-elect Thomas W.Hardwick and 
Mayor Key at the regular monthly 
luncheon of the Atlanta Film Ex- 
change Managers’ association, held 
Thursday at the Piedmont hotel, in- 
dicate that motion picture censors 
for Georgia are not favorably re-, 


garded. : 

“Since we Georgians propose to 
trust you, treat us well in Georgia,” 
was the expression used by Mr. 
rlardwick to admonish the exhivi- 
tors against abusing privileges now 
accorded them by the state. “We 
know that you can draw distinc- 
tions between that which is of good 
taste and inoffensive and that waich 
is obscene and objectionable. As 
long as you can, there should be no 
reason for a state censorship of your 
productions, ‘Personally, am of 
the opinion that censorship of any 
kind is incompatible with justice 
and not In constancy with the prin- 
ciples of American itreedom and lib- 
erality.” 

Fully 60 Atlantans, prominent in 
the motion picture industry, gath- 
ered to hear the governor-elect ex- 
press his views on this subject so 
vital to their business interests. All 
felt much gratified with the result, 
pledging t@emselves to guard the 
state from such films containing 
vulgar or objectionable matter. 

Lenient Treatment. 

Mayor Key deciared that the At- 
lanta board of censors is very len- 
ient in passing judgment on cinema 
productions and would continue so 
as long as local exhibitors evidence 
a desire to co-opérate in protecting 
society from evil influences. 

Mr. Hardwick did not presume to 
speak for the state legislature, but 
stated that he was sure of its be- 
ing “sufficiently imbued with the 
true principles of freedom and dém- 
ocracy as to be dependable.” 

Miss Louise Connally, a member 
of the national board of motion pic- 
ture review, visiting Atlanta from 
New York, was of the opinion that 
producers and exhibitors should get 
together and work out a plan 
whereby the three classes of cine- 
ma enthusiasts could be. individu- 
ally catered to who must now be 
necessariiy biended into one. 

“Under present conditions, it is 
impossible to appeal to sophisticat- 
ed adults, romantic young things 
and children at the same time,” she 
said. ‘‘There is the rub in the in- 
dustry, and one which sooner or 
later will have to be worked out to 
the satisfaction of all. Dissention 
will always be loud as long as there 
are three points of view which have 
to bend themselves to one.” 

Industry Praised. 

Miss Connally praised the indus- 
try, saying that it embraced every 
possible art except that of speech.

At the very moment the greatest 
tragedy in the history of air navi- 
gation was being enacted just a few 
miles down the river.

At the very momient, too, two oth- 
er planes limped into the field after 
a fight with death, unequalled by 
any experiences along the western 
front during the stress of war. 


The news of the tragedy had not 
reached the field, but there were 
forebodings of woe. Though the 
sun, in all of its scarlet glory, peep- 
ed over the trees in the west as fhe 
curtain of night was pulled, the 
electric air was charged with fear 
and dread. Great black clouds hov- 
ered over the horizon to the south;

with an impatient uneasiness. 

Loved ones and, friends of the re- 
turning aviators gathered to bid 
them welcome and to see that all 
was well. The bride of the {ll- 
fated pilot of the Curtiss was there 
scanning the clouds for a glimpse 
of her husband's machine, 

The Georgian knew no one. He 
was swallowed up by the cross- 
currents of happiness and apprehen- 
sion that swept the growing throng 
descended safely, or 
failed to appear as the shadows 
deepened. 

At this moment Colonel Houser’s 
attention was attracted to a ‘giant 
seaplane that came to anchorage 
in the channel in front of him. He 
stepped to the river bank to ob- 
serve more closely the pilot, as he 
divested himself of helmet and gog- 
gles, and then— 

“Hello, Colonel Houser!” 

The Houston county attorney and 
legislator looked at him a moment 
with more alarm than poise, for he 
was visibly astounded— 

“Why, Henry, igs it you?” 

For the pilot, who had success- 
fully mastered the storm from 
Hampton Roads, in the path of 
the afternoon's distress, was none 
other than Chief Yoeman Henry C. 
Harris, of Fort Valley, who is one 
of the ablest and most careful fly- 
ers in the naval service along the 
Atlantic coast.

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President Tells’ 
Middy Graduates 
He Wants Peace 


Annapolis, Md., June 2.—A hope 
that the nation would never be 
called upon to fire a gun in war 
again ,was expressed by President 
Harding today in presenting diplo- 
mas to the graduating class at the 
naval academy. The president add- 
ed a promise that while he was 
resident the young men graduat- 
ng today never would have to go 
to war except in a cause that 
squared with American conscience. 

“A good deal is said nowadays,” 
said Mr; Harding, -“about prepar- 
ing for defense. iI know nothing 
nobler in this world than the de- 
fense of one’s own country. That 
is an inherept thing in man, plant- 
ed in the human berast by God Al- 
mighty. There wouldn’t be any 
Civilzation today if men weren't 
willing to give their all for its 
preservation. 

“But the preservation of the es- 
tablished order is one thing, and it 
is a higher essential, while cru- 
sading for a new order is quite 
another thing, sometime most no- 
bly inspired, sometime most illy ad- 
vised. I can believe the ideal for 
our country is a sensible blend of 
the maintenance of the established 
order and the enthusiasm of the 
crusader. 

“I want to say to you young men 
that I hope you’ll never be called 
upon to draw a sword nor fire a 
gun except in the expression of the 
customary amity and respect. And, 
I promise ee that while I am pres- 
ident you'll never be called to fire 
@ gun except when you can do it 
with the American conscience with 
which you can answer to God. 

“I do not want to be misunder- 
stood. I want an America unafraid, 
but I want you to help make a re- 
public of conscience, a republic of 
sympashy and a republic of high 

eals.”* 


In presenting commissions te the 
graduating class, Secretary Denby. 
himself an enlisted man in the navy 
in the Spanish-American war, and a 
private, sergeant and commissioned 
officerin the marine corps in the 
wprid war, struck a new note in 
urging that professional attributes 
of the naval officer be combined 
with respect for the enlisted force. 

"You must so conduct yourselves 
that your superior in rank shall 
respect you, your equals love you. 
and those under your command obey 
you with a smile”, .the secretary 
said. “You must be officers, but 
not snobs. Your commissions are 
ill-bestowed unless you are free 
from a foolish vanity of rank.

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HUFF WRITES LETTER 
ON GAS SITUATION 


Dr. L. N. Huff, well-known opti- 


cian, has written the following let- 
ter to The Constitution: 

Editor Constitution: The railroad commis- 
sion cannot win back the confidence of the 
public by reducing the gas rate from $1.90 
to $1.65, and the Georgia Rallway and Pow- 
er company cannot win back the friendship 
of the public by importing a crew of high- 
salaried New York ‘‘experts’’ to conduct a 
propaganda of ‘‘public relations.’’ 

Why did the railroad commission give the 
Georgia Railway and Power company the 
gas rate of $1.90 on the first of March? 

Was it because the commission wanted to 
enable the company to float the bond issue 
of $1,800,000 put on the gas property about 
the time the increase was granted? There 
seems to have been a remarkable coincidence 
between that bond issue and that increase. 

Of that bond issue, $1,150,000 was in- 
tended, so the company claimed, for the pur- 
pose ef “‘refunding’’ an outstanding issue 
of about the same amount. In other words, 
the new bonds were issued to take ap old 
bonds. But wag it not a fact, as well as 
I can gather from the records, that the old 
bond issue had actually been refunded with 
a sinking fund put aside annually for that 
purpose_every year since 1897, when the old 
bonds were issned? If the old bond: issue 
was paid off-at maturity with an accumv- 
tated sinking fund—which came out of earn- 
ings from the public, by the way—why was 
it necessary to issue new bonds under the 
gtise of ‘‘refunding” bonds to take up the 
wld bond issue? Were the new bonds issued 
to put money in the pockets of the power 
company stockholders? 

Another strange thing about that bond 
issue. The remainder of it, 1. e., $650,000— 
was issued nominally ‘‘to be ns in pay- 
ment for the acquisition of property and 
construction,’’ which carefully selected lan- 
guage carried the implication that ‘‘acquisi- 
tion of property and construction’ was for 
the purpose of improving the gas _ service. ' 
As a matter of fact, this money was used 
to reimburse the gas company for property 
acquired and construction done on the eight- 
year period from January 1, 1912, to Decem- 
ber 31, 1919, and paid for out of earnings 
from the public; and then paid for again, 
a second time, out of the proceeds of the 
bond issue which seems to have been consid- 
erably expedited and accelerated by the rail- 
road commission’s magnanimous and timely 
0 a of the gas rate froom $1.45 to 


Recently the Brunswick gas company ask- 
ed and got from the commission a rate so 
high that it would not collect it after the 
commission authorized it. The rate author- 
ized by the commission was voluntarily re- 
linguished by the company. 

Neither will the power company get es 8 
where with its expensive campaign of ‘pu 
lic relations’? so long as it continties to 
give the public a stone when the public asks 
for bread, 

Instead of spending thousands of dollars 
collected from the public In a propaganda 
to ‘‘win the pvblic’s friendship,’’ why not 
win it by reducing car fares, reducing elec- 
tric rates, reducing gas rates and giving 
better service? 

There is a way for the Ronee company to 
win its way back into public friendship, and 
that is by reducing street car fares, electric 
rates and gas rates, and giving the public 
better service. Then it won’t he necessary 
to pump the public's veins full of propa- 
ganda. The public would much prefer and 
would much more relish a direct cash in- 
jection. And since the public’s money will 
pay the expense of the propaganda, and 
since the propaganda in and out of itself 
will amonnt to nothing but a waste of 
money, why not deal more convincingly with 
the public by letting the public keep, for its 
own apending purposes, a part of the money 
now being collected in the 7-cent fare?

TWENTY STATE BANKS. 
REOPENED BY BENNETT 


Georgia’s latent financial solidity 
and fundamentally sound banking 
System has been demonstrated in 
the last five months when twenty 
banks, which were closed during the 
stringency of last fall. were re- 
opened by the state banking de- 
partment, according to T. R. Ben- 
nett, superintendent, who announc- 
ed Thursday the re-opening of the 
twentieth bank; the Merchants and 
Farmers bank of Eastman. 

In addition to the twenty banks 
that have been reopened since Jan- 
vary 1, 1921, there are several more 
being reorganized which will be re- 
opened in a short time, according to 
Mr. Bennett. 

The Eastman bank was closed 
March 3 because of the inability of 
the bank to liquidate certain se- 
cwritjes. 
ident of the bank, and represgenta- 
tive of the banking department, be- 
gan work immediately after the 
bank was closed and. soon its af- 
fairs were in such shape that the 
bank was able to resume business 
on a much stronger basis thah be- 
fore. The stockholdéfs assessed 
themselves 50 per cent. | 

“Tt has been the policy of the 
banking department to effect reor- 
ganization of banks along lines that 
will insure soundness and perma- 
nency in these institutions,” Mr. 
Bennett said. 

Business conditions in the state 
are fundamentally sound, according 
to Mr. Bennett, and this fact, cou- 
pled with the confidence of the peo- 
ple in the restoration of better busi- 
ness conditions has resulted in a 
better feeling being created every- 
where in the state. 

“The reopening of these banks dis- 
counts and discredits the whisper- 
ings we have heard about bank fail- 
ures in Georgia,” Mr. Bennett de- 
clared. “Unforeseen developments 
and unexpected demands combined 
to embarrass temporarily many 
banks in different parts of the 
state, but the confidence of the pub- 
lic, based on faith in sound funda- 
mentals, couple@ with a spirit of 
co-operation, has revived and fre- 
opened banks all over the state.”

Washington, June 3.—Progressive 


St.Louis and Kansas City reserve dts- 
tricts—described by President Har- 
ding recently as “penalizing. rates” 
—probably will be removed by. the 
federal reserve board soon, it was 
said today at the treasury. 

Leading bankers of the country 
who conferred recently with Pres- 
ident Harding euggested that these 
rates be removed to ease credit con- 
ditions particularly for the agricul- 
tural interests. In the view of 


treasury officials the reasons for the 
establishment of progressive rates 
have disappeared and their opera- 
tion ia thonght no longer neces- 
sary. 

Such a step by the reserve board, 
in the treasury’s opinion, would be 
in line with the general lowering of 
rates which its thought to be com- 
ing during the summer as a result of 
accumulated reserves and a better 
a situation over the coun- 
ry. 

According to reports to the treas- 
ury, bankers generally “are doing 
what they can to assist agricultural 
industry, both through credit ex- 
tension and by a tendency to re- 
frain from forcing liquidation of 
crops held awaiting better prices.

To Hold Tests for Ca- 
dets and Cadet En- 
gineers in Savannah on 
June 27.° .

Washington, June 2.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Examina- 
tions will be held in Savannah. Ga. 
begining June 27, by the United 
States coast guard, looking to the 
appointment of cadets and cadet 
engineers. 

This is an exceptional opportunity 
for young men of the right caliber 
to complete their education at gov- 
ernment expense and to become 
commissioned officers in the United 
States coast guard, one of the mill- 
tary services of the United States, in 
which is offered service afloat. 
ashore and in aviation. 


Cadets are trained to become line 
officers, and the age limits for ap- 
pointments are 18 to 24 years. | 

Cadet engineers are trained to be- 
come engineer officers, and the ag 
limits for appointment are 20 to25 
years. _ 

Cadets and cadet engineers are 
trained and educated at the coast 
guard academy at New Lodon, Conn., 
and each summer are taken on an 
extended cruise. These cruises, in 
past years, have extended to ports 
in the English chanel, the Mediter- 
ranean and the West Indies. 

Cadets receive the same pay and 
allowances as midshipmen jin the 
navy ($780 per annum and one ra- 
tien at $1.08 per day). Cadet en- 
gineers receive $75 per month and 
one ration per day. 

Upon graduation, after three years 
at the academy, a cadet becomes a 
commissioned officer in the grade of 
ensign in the United States coast 
guard. A cadet engineer, upon 
graduation, after one year at the 
academy, is commissioned as an en- 
sign .(engineering). Commissioned 
officers of the coast guard rank 
with officers of the army, navy and 
marine corps, and receive corre- 
sponding pay and allowances, grade 
for grade. 

The mental examination for ca- 
dets, which will follow the phys- 
ical will consume three days and 
coverthe following subjects: Al- 
gebra, geometry, plane trizgonome- 
try, physics, spelling, composition, 
geography and general information. 
A mark will be assigned for general 
adaptability. A high school gradu- 
ate should be able to pass the exam-~- 
ination for cadet.

Bear Raids Force 
Sugar Stocks Down

New York, June 2.—What appeared to be bear raids, began early

other shares that have been sold short heavily. The market as a whole 
had every indication today of trying to make the turn for the better. : 75 2%, 72% . 

Be- i 81 CY tanks & Gan Grn 
fore market opened price reductions of 25 points to 6.36 were : 
announced by all of the large refineries. American Sugar common 
sold lower today than at any time since 1894, when the price—although 
the dividend was then 12 per cent—got down to 73%. The preferred 
shares sold at the lowest level today in 25 years. Both stocks pay 7 
per cent and there is some talk of a reduction in the rate on the 
common shares. 

There is also some talk of a trade war between the American and 
the Federal. However, the mere fact that American sugar shares are 
selling higher than other 7 per cent stocks would explain the recent 
weakness. The general feeling is that at the next meeting the regu- 
lar dividends will be declared. 

In its regular monthly bulletin on general trade conditions the 
federal reserve board says that recovery in production and distribu- 
tion during May, although retarded, was in progress, a definite turn 
for the better being witnessed in some branches of domestic indus- 
try. It was added, however, that foreign trade was still arrested and 
depressed. | | | 

This view regarding foreign trade was confirmed by today’s ap- 
pointment of eight prominent men in South American export trade to 
complete plans for forming a corporation to liquidate merchandise 
piled up at wharves and warehouses in South American ports. The 
interests of the shippers are to be pooled and unclaimed goods are to 
be marked down to present values. This condition, plus the in- 
ability of some other countries of finance purchases of goods here ac- 
counts for the depression in foreign trade. 

Although treasury officials predicted today that there would be 
still lower rediscount rates at the Federal Reserve banks this sum- 
mer, there is no indication of easier money rates in the market for 
call loans just now. Today’s rate was 8 per cent and there was con- 
siderable calling of loans by the Wall street banks. On all sides the 
question wags asked today: “Why does the call rate stay up?” ° 

One explanation is the recent heavy financing connected with 
large bond offerings. Another is heavy withdrawals by the govern- 
ment, $17,400,000 being taken’ from the banks here today. Still an- 
other is the withdrawal of funds by interior cities. Also the banks 
have not paid off their loans from the federal reserve and are not 
increasing*their borrowings. 

The rediscount rate on commercial paper is 61% per cent, which 
bankers declare justifies the existing rate on call loans. Finally 
money is scarce, as proved by the high rates industrial companies 
sn foreign countries with good credit are now paying for money 
ere, ss 
- Liquidation in the textile industry has about been completed ac- 
cording to an official of the Chemical National bank. The liquidation, 
he says, has been severe and thorough. General comnrodity prices in 
May of 1920, were 272 per cent above 1913. At the peak wool prices 
were 309 per cent above the 1913 average; cotton, 320 per cent; silk, 
454 per cent. Thus textile raw materials advanced higher than gen- 
eral prices. But: within six months silk prices dropped from 454 per 
cent of 1913 prices to 150 per cent; cotton, in ten months, dropped from 
326 per cent to 87 per cent; wool, in nine months, dropped from 
263 per cent to 116 per cent. Today cotton is below pre-war price, 
wool only 12 per cent above and silk 65 per cent above. The decline 
in general commodity prices from last year’s high shows that in April 
they were 54 per cent above 1913.

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New Orleans, June 2.—(Special.)—As was 
the case last year. this year’s crop has 
made a poor start, the worst on record, with 
the exception of one year ago, which was 
the poorest on record, and while last sef- 
aon’s final resnits were surprisingly good, 
this year’s final outturn may not be so fa- 
vorable ag regards the yield per acre. 

Returns to the government average the 
condition of cotton at 66 versus 62.4 last 
year, 75.6 year before last, 82.3 in 1918 and 
the 10-year average of 76.7. ; 

The bnrean’s revision on last years acre- 
age, which was estimated Inst July at 35,- 
504,000 acres, showed that 37,043,000 acres 
were planted to cotton in 1920, of which 
35.878.000 acres were picked, the yield per 
rere 178.4 pounds comparing with 171.5 in 
1919 and 159.6 in 1918, being the heaviest 
since 1914, when the production per acre 
averaged 209.2 pounds. 

The government acreagce for this year 
will not be issned until July 1, but private 
ndvices indicate a reduction of 25 to 30 per 
cent, compared with last year’s revised 
nereage of 37.0423.000 acres, pointing to @ 
loas of from 9.260.750 to 11,112.900 acres. 

In addition to this probability there is 
the heavy decrease In the nse of fertilizer 
this year compared with one year ago, es- 
timated at about 50 per cent less than one 
venr ago, ; 

Furthermore, weevils, which were inactive 
last season, are reported numerous this 
year owing to the mild winter and the 
amall nae of fertilizer will tend to delay 
the matnrrity of the crop in the eastern 
half of the belt, exnasing the crop to dam- 
nge, perhans heavy loss, in event of weevils 
beroming destructive.

Washington, June 2.—Shippers of 
lumber and of railroad building 
materials from _ practically every 
section of the country urged in 
Separate conferences here with rail- 
road Officials today the immediate 
reduction of freight rates on those 
commodities to the level in effect 
before the general increase of last 
August. The railroad officials said 
they would reply to the requests in 
a few days. 

Shippers of road building matert- 
als, representing associations of 
dealers in cement, crushed _ stone, 
6and and gravel, contended that 
road building so far as counties and 
municipalities were concerned was 
at a practical standstill because of 
high freight rates. A return to 
former rates, they said, would ree 
vive construction.

POWERS OF TRADE 
BOARD QUESTIONED 


Washington, June 2.—Reconsidera- 
tion of the power held by the fed- 
eral trade commission is favored 
by Secretary of Commerce Hoover 
in a statement déaling with the 
relation of trade associations to 
the anti-trust laws. 

Hoover’s statement followed the 


recent announcement of. Attorney- 
General Daugherty that the depart- 
ment of justice was investigating 
many of these associations and that 
some of them appeared to be dper- | 
ating in violation of the law. 

Some of these aSsociations, Hoo- 
ver said, have been collecting price 
data for the exclusive use of their 
members. Others have been charged 
with delimiting areas of commodity 
distribution among their members. 

“Whether these latter practices 
constitute a violation of the na- 
tional anti-trust laws must be de- 
termined by the courts,” Hoover 
said, “‘and this the attorney-general 
ls pee sees proceeding to _§ find 
out. 
“All this raises anew the question 
of the authority of the federal trade 
commission, the original conception 
of the cormission was that it 
should, among: other things, ada- 
vise business men as to what con- 
stituted a violation of the restraint 
of trade laws, but these powers 
were struck out in the course or 
Original legislation. 

“It seems to me that seven years 
experience with the commission 
should now enable a reconsidera- 
tion of its powers with a view to 
giving it a more constructive func- 
tion, subject to review by the at- 
torney-general.” 

This revision of authority, Hoo- 
ver explained, should remove un- 
certainties from business as to the 
difference between co-operation for 
public interest and practices against 
public interest. 

The purposes of the vast majori- 
ty of national associations are 
constructive, Hoover said.

Offer Cable to U.S., 
States Tokio Paper 


Tokio, Japan, June 2.—The Hochi 
Shimbun. says today it has reason 
to believe Japan has proposed to 
give the United States the Yap- 
Guam cable, with the privilege of 
contro] of the line to the ‘island of 
Yap.\ While Japan intends to. keep 
the mandate, the newspaper says, 
lshe considers this to be virtually 
‘internationhalization. 

The parliamentary committee of 
the Kense Kai, or opposition party, 
published a statement today saying 
that Viscount Uchida, the. foreign 
minister, In receiving the meméers 
of the committee yesterday, said 
Japan did not claim the exclusion 
of Manchuria and Mongolia from 
the Chinese consortium, but. had in- 
sisted on assurance of protection 
to Japan’s economic and general de- 
fense in interests to which the pow- 
‘ers consented. 

The committee asked what Japan 
would do if these claims were-not 
granted. The foreign minister ex- 
pressed confidence that the United 
States and Great Britain would ob- 
serve the spirit of the agreement. 

Asked if Japan should insist to 
the last on the Yap mandate and 
what was the government’s policy, 
Viscount Uchida said: 

“Of course, Japan will adhere to 
the mandate, but we are negotiat- 
ing with Washington concerning 
the disposition of the Yap cables.” 

He further said that the time for 
the evacuation of Siberia had not 
arrived. 

“Is Japan endeavoring to have 
China open negotiations for the res- 
toration of Shantung by adopting 
a new policy?” the foreign minister 
was asked. = 

“No,” he replied. “No negotia- 
tions have been opened by the two 
governments.”

Birmingham, Ala., June 2.—Last 


year’s prices for coal will not be 
paid next season by the people of 
Alabama,: Governor Thomas E. Kil- 
by declared here today following 
a first hand investigation into re- 
ports that had reached him to the 
effect that certat coal. operators 
had reduced wages contrary to the 
agreement on which his award in 
the cogl strike was made in March, 

The govtrnor will meet a com- 
mittee of operators late today at 
his office in Montgomery, at which 
time it is expected that the en- 


prices -ill gone into. 

“If some operators have reduced 
wages other than by consent of the 
miners that action is clearly viola- 
tive of the spirit and terms of the 
award made by me in settling the 
mine controversy,” said the gov- 
ernor. 

Coal operators who have reducel 
wages presented. a showing to the 
governor that the miners had «re- 
quested work at reduced wages. 

If a: reduction in wages is found 
to exist. the reduced cost of min- 
ing coal must be passed on to the 
consumer, the executive declared. 

“But first, the wages reduction 
must come by consent of the wage 
earners,” the governor continued. 

Governor Kilby said there was 
“undoubtedly profiteering by some 
retail dealers last year,” 
this will not be countenanced next 
season. 

The governor's investigation here 
is said to have revealed wago cuts 
at many mines.
